ScHoot Report. 


The following report upon educational interests in the town 
of Madison for year ending March 1, 1892, is respectfully sub- 
mitted : 

REPORTED BY DISTRICTS. 


District No. 1. 


First term was taught by Miss Sadie Kennett. Miss Kennett 
has a faculty of getting the good will of her scholars. This 
helps her to keep up an interest among her pupils. The im- 
provement was very good. 

Second term was taught by Mr. Frank Pearson. This was 
Mr. Pearson’s first term. He lacked that dignity we like to 
see in a teacher, yet he made up for this, in a great measure, 
in his earnestness to have his pupils learn. With experience 
we know of no reason why he will not stand as one of our best 
teachers. 

Third term is being taught by Miss Sadie Kennett. The 
school is large and requires a great amount of hard work. 
Miss Kennett is working very hard and we feel confident that 
the school will be a success. 


District No. 2. 


First term was taught by Mr. Chester Churchill. This was 
Mr. Churchill’s second term, and although the school was very 
small he worked hard to keep up an interest, that showed 
thoroughness on the part of the teacher and also the scholars at 
the examination. 7 

Second term was commenced by Mr. Theo. Pearson, but in 
consequence of the very small number of pupils in the district 
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it was deemed expedient to close the school. Mr. Pearson did 
his best to keep up an interest in his school, and although his 
first term, showed points as a teacher that will commend to a 
higher position in the near future. 


Districr No. 5. 


First term was taught by Miss Grace Lawrence. Miss Law- 
rence is a teacher of experience, but for some reason unknown 
to us there did not seem to be that good feeling between 
teacher and scholars that is necessary to produce the best re- 
sults. Miss Lawrence worked for her scholars and deserves 
credit for her efforts. ‘ 

Second term was taught by Mrs. Addie Day. Mrs. Day has 
taught several terms of school in town with good success. 
While she was dignified in the school room, her scholars showed 
love and respect for their teacher. The school was a success, 
the scholars, one and all, having made good improvement. 


District No. 6. 


First term was taught by Miss Addie Allard. The scholars 
showed that faithful work had been done by their teacher,'and at 
the examination did themselves and their teacher much credit. 

Second term was taught by Mr. Chester Churchill. I con- 


sider Mr. Churchill one of our best teachers, as he has shown — 


by his work in the school-room a thoroughness that will place 
him at the front asa teacher. The best of order was main- 
tained, and at the examination the scholars answered any ques- 
tion with promptness and correctness. 


District No. 7. 


Both terms of school were taught by Miss Annie Kenerson. 
Miss Kenerson is a worker in the school-room, and we wish to 
say that we are well satisfied with the amount of work accom- 
plished. The order and advancement in both terms were all 
that could be desired. 

It is a true saying that time waits for no man, and now, as 
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we look back over the year and sum up the amount of work ac- 
complished, it is with this feeling, that while there are many 
things left undone, on the whole we feel that the teachers have 
tried for their scholars, and a fair amount of knowledge has 
been gained by them. 

The question naturally arises, How much interest have the 
people of Madison shown in the education of their children dur- 
ing the past year? + 

While all parents love their children, there is a lack of inter- 
est manifested in pushing forward these things that shall cause 
the children to take more interest in their schools. 

It is impossible for children to sit six hours each day, on 
benches such as we now have, in the majority of our school- 
houses, and be interested. 

Then, to commence with, we would have our schoolhouses in 
first-class repair. If a new house is needed, and we think no one 
who has ever visited some of our school buildings could ques- 
tion that need, we feel that it is the duty of every voter to see 
that money is raised and appropriated for that purpose, and that 
each building be fitted up for the comfort of the scholars. 

We urge you to take immediate action in this matter. In so 
doing you are adyancing the interests of your children, and con- 
sequently your own. 

It is also necessary to the credit of the town, that we take a 
decided step for improvement in our school buildings. The 
houses should be supplied with charts, maps, globes, and all 
necessary apparatus for the advancement of our scholars. Our 
houses are now a disgrace to the town, and we trust that some 
measures will be speedily taken to right what is so wrong in our 
school-house system.
